The new 
school will house any students, 
north of the

Central 
Elem entary 
will house grades one through 
six for those who wish to attend, 
and grades seven and eight. The 
nearness of the band 
activity, 
the gym nasium and the athletic 
fields has made it advisable to 
keep the junior high grades (sev­ 
en and eight) at the Central El­ 
em entary building.” 


Barry concluded ‘‘As tho town 
grows and enrollm ent increases, 
the Central building will probably 
house grades seven, eight and 
n i n e , the usual junior h i g h 
grades.”

The issuance of a perm it is not 
an indorsem ent of the product 
being sold, but indicates that the 
credentials of the

pre­ 
senting the Vigilance Com m ittee 
Perm it have been checked and 
found to be in order.
